Social Welfare

Lawyers will debate for a 
the legality of the 
use of the atomic weapon at 
the end of the Second World 
War. They will discuss it in the 
light of the fundamental 
distinction, without which the 
laws of war become a mocke- 
ry, between combatants and 
the civilian population; of con- 
sideration of humanity; of the 
Declaration of St. Petersburg 
of 1868 in which the Signa- 
tory Powers gave their assent 
to the proposition that “the 
employment of arms which 
uselessly aggravate the suffer- 
ings of disabled men or render 
their death inevitatie” is 
“contrary to the laws of hu- 
manity:” of the Geneva Gas 
Protocol which prohibits the 
use not only of asphyxatory, 
poisonous and other gases, bu’ 
also of “all analogous Liquids, 
materials, or devices:” of th 
difficulty of distinguishing, 
except as a matter of degree, 
between mass strategic bomb- 
ing of centres of civilian po- 
pulation and the usé¢ of the 
atomic weapon; and, finally. 
whether its use may be justi- 
fied against an enemy, or his 
allies, who have outraged the 
laws of war and humanity 
alike.
